If you^ll loflk at page 416 of From Dallas to hutergate, you'll observe that what Scott 
refers to skips from 10/2 until 11/26/63.

Remember , tliese were reporters, not lawyers, and when they used the word"arre3t" 
that did not mean literally. But there ure interesting mid provocative tilings in it. I'm 
delaying looking at it until a professor friend and I can do it together. 

John Connally knew very well tliat his living heard a short before lie was hibt means 
that at tlira least there wus tliia one shot more thun is officially accounted for. I can't 
explain his position. 

although it was reported tliat Secret service agents were on tlie ^assy Knoll 
immediately after the shooting, none were there. Some believe that other credentials, like

alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms oijents wore there. 

Robert Blsikey began with the pre cone petion tliat the assassination was a mafia job 
but given the unprecedented and unequal I^vopport inity he had he wa3 unable to prove it. 

I do not believe that Oswald was at the 'i'ippit murder cite. 

I think Robert Oswald "wrote" the book condemning his mother and oajing tliat ~ee was 
guilty not because it was safe but because he was aprd paid. He was given 13/* of Uirina's 
gross to keep her pacified and to get her agreement when needed. 

w hile as you suggest, the FJ's knowing what Al ilteer had 3aid and of the early 
November threat against JFK in 6iicago Hoover should have kno..n tliat southing was up, 
those two and others of that period of which I also know were not at all unusual. The 
FBI and others receive such reports regularly. There was at least one other in ldami that 
should have caused the added concern 2'ou seen to have in mind, and tliat at least figured 
in the Secret ^Service cancellation of the 1l/l9/63 motorcade there. 
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I think you ure wrong in saying that the liidell name was not mentioned until the 
day after tho assassination. Probably Udl found no tiling on NBC's film about tliis they 
could use. The doctors * press confe.’once the afternoon of the assassination repeated 
several tines that JIIC3 anterior neck wound was from the front but you do not list that, 
apparently ISM NfC had no such footage.

03 t Kortem. «uid I see that tlie 
ductors were quoted as saying the neck wound was from the front. 

There were erroneous deports of the finding of other weapons. 

Oswald's history if left-wing causes, your words, appear to have begun with a 
rather rapid report of 3 uch things from an ivri.iy intelligence unit in Texas since 
disbanded, with all its records allegedly destroyed. x his was from their domestic - 
intelligence files. 

Host of the other things you marked were reported, and wore not true. AJLways 
happens in spectacular crimes.
